I, Daniel J. Klaich, am the Executive Vice President and Attorney for Clean Fuels 
Technology, Inc. Mr. Carlos V. Duno is the Chief Executive Officer and 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of Clean Fuels Technology, Inc. 

On or about November 21, 2003, Mr. Duno received the Declaration signed by 
Vaughn Murray Moncrieff, Jack Lawrence Waldron, and Patrick Grimes^ I 
directed Mr. Duno to fax the Declaration to Dr. Gunnerman with an explanation of 
why we needed his signature, and a request that he sign the Declaration and return 
it.

3. On or about November 25, 2003, after hearing no response to my first attempt, I 
requested that Mr. Duno telephone Dr. Gunnerman to determine if he had received 
the declaration and if he would sign it. Mr. Duno talked to Dr. Gunnerman and 
reported to me that he said that he would not sign anything until it had been 
reviewed by Dr. Henry Heines, a patent counsel for Dr. Gunnerman. I then faxed 
the Declaration and a complete copy of the application, including Specification 
and Drawings to Dr. Heines with an additional copy to Dr. Gunnerman. 

4. No response was received from either Dr. Heines or Dr. Gunnerman to the 
telephone and fax communications of on or about November 25, 2003. 

5. On or about December 1, 2003, Mr. Duno telephoned Dr. Heines. He indicated 
that he had reviewed the documents and found nothing extraordinary about the 
documents. Dr. Heines indicated that he would advise Dr. Gunnerman that he had 
no objections to Dr. Gunnerman executing the documents. Mr. Duno asked Dr. 
Heines if Mr. Duno should telephone Dr. Gunnerman himself. Dr. Heines replied 
that Mr. Duno could telephone Dr. Gunnerman. Mr. Duno reported the contents of 
this discussion with me and I requested that he immediately call Dr. Gunnerman 
and relay the conversation to him. 

6. Mr. Duno telephoned Dr. Gunnerman on or about December 1, 2003. Mr. Duno 
relayed the conversation with Dr. Heines to Dr. Gunnerman. Mr. Duno requested 
that Dr. Gunnerman review, sign, and return the documents. Dr. Gunnerman 
indicated that he would "think about it". 

7. Neither Dr. Gunnerman nor Dr. Heines responded to Mr. Duno's request. 
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8. On or about February 3, 2004 Mr. Duno again sent a letter to Dr. Gunnerman, 
requesting execution of the Declaration. 

9. On February 5, 2004, Dr. Gunnerman orally informed Mr. Duno that he refused to 
sign the documents. 

10. On Thursday, February 5, 2004, 1 was informed by Mr. Duno that Dr. Gunnerman 
refused to execute the Declaration.
